cerocd, enfeebles rnor e than the lofs ofnrach Blood, He 
refuteth tbofe that have taught the original of the Seed 
from-the Braiu , as alfo thofe, that have believed it to pro- 
ceed feoi» the whole Body. He affigneth the manner ,how 
this&pirtt is eorporified and incraffatcd., and why 'tis fb > 
proveth experimentally , that being fubtilized by the 
warmth of the Vterus, it becomcs a very fine Spirit ; refu* 
ting, on this occafion , the opinion of Oalen, importing 
that from the corpulency of the Semen virile the fperma- 
tick parts are generated , and afferting on the contrary, 
that thefe are f ormed de fero utili fanguinis menftrui. By the 
fame Experiment he undertakes to evince, that Dr. Har= 
vey wasmiftaken, believing the Vterus to be immaterial- 
ly made fecond, when he found nothing of a femtnal bo- 
dy in the wombs of al! thofe Animals opend by him. Be« 
fides heteachetb, howthe Semen ismixed eum menftruis ; 
and how it is moved futably tothe diverfity of kinds. He 
examins, how the fblid parts are generated , and refuting 
allother opinionsaboutthis point, hemaintains thatthey 
areproduced all at once, though they be difcernd at dif- 
fcrenttimes, according tothegreater or lefs neceflity of 
thofeparts. He fhews, how they become fenfitive , and 
begin to have life , contending that they are notnourifh'd 
till they are fenfible. He explains, from what caufe and 
for what end thc Heart is moved ; what thing the punUum 
Jaliens is- t and upon what account it hath been reputed 
to bethe Heart. And having attempted to refolve many 
difficulties, he thinks he hath determined many other cu- 
rious and confiderable particulars by experimented prin- 
ciples.
